As I have stated before, people can take numbers and statistics and turn them around to fit 
their own needs. Now it's myturn. To me, they show that North Carolina is slightly behind 
the USA in the top two classes of license although the RARS is far ahead. The RARS is way 


ahead in Novice licenses. What does all of this mean? Well, it seems that due to the activ- 


ity of the members, the RARS has an active Novice program and then they upgrade on up to 
Advanced instead of stopping at a lower class. It's the more active amateur that belongs to 


the club and they are usually interested in getting every benefit they can from amateur radio. 


The February CQ Magazine had an interesting editorial about possible FCC changes in the 
license structure for amateurs. Because of a one sentence statement in January, CQ has it 
all figured out. Some, namely EIA, have been pushing for a no code license for some time 
and CQ says that it's coming. Also, CQ reports that the 13 WPM code test will be reduced 
to 10 WPM and mail order licenses will be under much more stringent supervision such as 
by an authorized club or committee, They predict that the license structure will take the 
following form. 


AMATEUR EXTRA - CW: 20 WPM code, Extra theory. All amateur privileges. 


AMATEUR EXTRA - PHONE: 10 WPM code, Extra theory. All amateur phone privileges, 
General/Advanced CW privileges. 


ADVANCED: 10 WPM code, Advanced theory. All current Advanced privileges. 
GENERAL/CONDITIONAL: 10 WPM code, General theory. All current General Privileges. 


TECHNICIAN: 5 WPM code, General theory. All present Technician privileges plus 
Novices privileges and some 10 meter phone, 


NOVICE: 5 WPM code, Novice theory. All present Novice privileges. 


COMMUNICATOR: No code, Novice theory, Limited phone privileges above 220 MHz.

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From this, you see that only one element of an €xam needs to be studied to go one class 
higher, Code and theory would not have to be studied at the same time to go one class 

higher. 


If the FCC only makes one change in licensing, it should be to give Technicians all Novice 
privileges, because they have already passed the same code test and a tougher written test 
than Novices. But let's think about that 10 meter addition more. If the Technician wants 
to operate phone on the HF band, let him take the next test. 


There are some good points in the CQ prognosis, but there are some reservations, Why 
the drop from 13 WPM to 10 WPM code test? Also a Communicator license might open the 
door to another 27 MHz situation. And it might not! Remember when the Technician 
license was only good for 220 MHz and above? Is this just a back door to Class E on 220 
MHz? ‘These two proposals look like something equipment manufactures and magazine 
circulation departments would like to see, 


FCC personnel visited the ARRL while enroute to the New England Division convention in 
late September and discussed the amateur license structure, The following is from the ARRL 
Directors Letter No, 1512. 


"A subject occupying perhaps the most time was the amateur license structure, Hq. was 
briefed on some of the thinking, but not necessarily conclusions, in the amateur division, 

The feeling is that the structure is presently a result of patchwork (admittedly too true), 

and an overhaul is desirable, One approach in general favor is to have two 'routes' of license 
advancement, One would be, generally speaking, covering activities below about 30 MHz 
(actually, 29), while the other would be a vhf-uhf route, There might be, in the former, a 


Novice, General and Advanced Class broadly similar to the present setup. In the second — 


a 


case, vhf/uhf, the lowest grade would be a no-code license, with modest technical exam, 
perhaps giving operating privileges in part of 144 MHz. A next step, broadly equivalent to 
the General Class on hf, would require a code test, a more advanced exam, and perhaps 
privileges on uhf channels as well as 6 meters. A third step, equivalent to the Advanced at 
hf, might be called 'expert' or something similar, requiring additional tests, and granting 
privileges above 29 MHz. While present license holders would be grandfathered, at least in 
some respects, to vhf/uhf, future licensees would have to hold the proper license for the pro- é 
per band or subband. Once an amateur had reached the top in both routes, he would be granted 
the Extra Class license showing he possessed all privileges, "'

The ARRL states that this is exploratory thinking and not by any means final conclusions. It 
is their understanding that any action by the Commission in this area would consist first of 
a Notice of Inquiry rather than Proposed Rule Making, for the precise purpose of soliciting 
as much amateur input as possible in guiding further developments. Let the FCC and the 
ARRL know what you think about this,

A NOTE 70 THE NEWCOMER Sse ee 


After licking the code, one of the biggest problems for the prospective novice is obtaining 
the station equipment. The endless advertisements and soaring prices are enough to dis- 
courage many, especially the school age set with limited funds. The purpose of this article 
is to point out the alternative to buying new gear and get you on the air for much less than 
VOUe Ver expected: 


About 13 years ago, the first SSB transceivers appeared on the market, Since that time, 
their popularity has increased to the point that today, only a handful of quality receivers 

and transmitters are still on the market, What's happened to all the gear that was displaced 
by the transceiver? Well, the majority of it is alive and living in basements and attics 
around the country. Hamfests and magazine ads are overflowing with it and the prices are 
right, Is it any good? For the novice application, CW communications, it is generally 
superior to the average SSB transceiver, Since the advent of the transceiver, improve- 
ments in CW gear have, practically speaking, been limited to improved frequency stabi- 
lity and reduced physical size. 


What will you have to pay? Careful searching can result in a first class novice rig for 
around $100. If you settle for a surplus receiver, you can geta rig for less than half of 
that, When you're starting out, the $100 rig will be more than a match for your yet to 

be developed talents. One thing to remember--when you decide to move on to better equip- 
ment you will be able to sell your used gear for the same price (or more) that you paid for 
it. Good quality amateur gear depreciates very rapidly in the first few years but the used 
price stabilizes after that and remains relatively constant until the gear is technically ob- 
solete, 


What kind of gear should you buy? Space doesn't permit me to make specific recommendations 
or to go into the technical criteria, I suggest that you review the chapters on receivers in 
the ARRL handbook and digest all the articles and advertisements in any old ham magazines 
you can get your hands on, Discussions with fellow club members will be of great benefit, 
Your safest bet is to limit your selection to gear produced by established U.S. manufac- 
tures. National Radio, Hallicrafters, Heath, and Drake fall into this category. All of these 
companies can, for a nominal fee, provide you with operating manuals and schematics for 
practically every piece of gear they've ever made, and that goes back to the WW-Il era in 
some cases, They can also provide parts for most any model you are likely to purchase. 
Several once prosperous ham gear manufacturers are now out of the ham market entirely 
(Hammarlund, RME, E.F. Johnson, and others), In the case of Hammarlund and RME 
parts and manuals are no longer available from the manufacturers and are extremely diffi- 
cult to find otherwise. 


Where should you buy? The best deals are to be had by bargaining directly with fellow 
hams and avoiding the retail outlets. Nearby hamfests provide an opportunity to visually 
inspect the gear before you buy and to discuss it's good and bad points with the owner. 
The Raleigh, Charlotte, Roanoke, and Shelby hamfests have been loaded with a good 
variety of gear at excellent prices over the past few years. When shopping at these 
events, don't hesitate to offer the seller less than he's asking. Most people have their 
gear priced so that they can accept a lower offer and still get what they want out of the 


deal. Take along a copy of QST containing the Amateur Electronic Supply advertisement 
showing a full page of used gear prices. The prices listed there are the highest you should 
ever consider paying for used equipment. You can expect the seller to accept from 10 to 


30% less than the listed prices, the higher percentages applying to the higher priced gear. 
If the gear is particularly dirty or worn looking for its age, your offer should be corre- 
pondingly lower. Don't expect the seller to take your first offer. If after several attempts 


he still refuses your offer, ask him what his rock bottom price is. You should also be 
aware that prices at these events have been known to drop drastically as the end of the day 
rolls around, The best deals are to be had as the gear is being loaded back into the trunk 
for the trip home! But on the otherhand, if you spot something you want, don't count on it 
being there at the end of the day--others have probably spotted it too. 


There is probably more ham gear sold through magazine and ''swap'! sheet ads than changes 
hands at hamfests each year, While magazine ads in publications such as CQ and QST reach 
the widest audience, there are a few disadvantages to buying gear from these sources, In 
the first place, ads must be placed more than two months in advance of publication, By the 
time the issues reach this part of the country, the choice items are usually sold already. 
Secondly, people who advertise in this manner usually do not buy and sell much gear them- 
selves and are less likely to accept lower price offers. 


Most of the used gear that is sold through the mail is advertised in a bi-monthly bulletin 
called 'Equipment Exchange - Ham Trader'! (alias 'Yellow Sheets'), The sheets have 
nationwide circulation and an ad is never more than two weeks old so the chances that the 
gear is still available are excellent, The publisher also offers a ham equipment buyer's 
guide which contains pictures, specifications, and prices for all ham gear back as faras 
1938 or so. The guide is invaluable when shopping through the mail and comes in handy at 
hamfests too. Subscription info on the sheets and the guide is available from A. L. Brand, 
PR. Ogeor sll, Sycamore, Illinois. 60178. 


What about shipping the gear you've purchased? Normally, the buyer pays shipping charges 
but it's always worth a try to get the seller to pay. The fastest and most reliable means of

getting gear into Raleigh is via Greyhound Bus Freight. Greyhound can deliver a package 
from anywhere in the East in two days. What's more, they can usually tell you what time 
the bus carrying it willarrive, The only disadvantage is that you must pick up the shipment 
at the Greyhound terminal, UPS is a close second service-wise and they deliver to your 
door. Be sure that the seller insures the equipment for full value regardless of method of 
shipment, 


The method of payment for mail deals should always be cashier's check or money order. 
Sending or accepting personal checks should be avoided like the plague. Unless you are 
sure you can get it elsewhere, make sure the seller has the operating manual or, as a 

minimum, the schematic diagram for the unit. Sometimes the gear you buy, whether at 

hamfests or through the mail, will have one or more problems when you first fire it up at 
c, home. If you aren't capable of working on the gear yourself (and few beginners are), get 
yourself down to the next RARS meeting and make your ita known, You'll find plenty of 
members ready and willing to help out,

At the March meeting of the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society, members voted to affiliate 
with The Radio Amateur Satellite Corporation (AMSAT). 


_. FCC is raising application fees again. Effective May 1, amateurs will have to pay $10 for 
applications for new licenses, Some other fees are being raised also.
